ning in Chicago, in 1905, with one chib of only four members, Rotary has now more than 800 
clubs with 65,000 members.

The Rotary Club has come to be known in each locality as a pow­ 
er for good, an example of high standards of ethics and personal 
character, and a cross-section of the substantial business and pro­ 


fessional element of each community. 


The remarkable growth of Rotary has been spontaneous, entirely 
without the aid of systematic or paid organization work, 
and 
stand today A Monument to a Big Idea which is gladly accepted by 
the alert, progressive business and professional element of Ameri­ 
ca and the World. Wherever you find a Rotary community, that 


community contains a group of men who are earnestly endeavoring 


to conduct their business and personal activities in accordance with 


a Creed of Right Living. To the Rotarian, community prosperity 


is more desirable than personal profit. His city is “the best in the 
country" and his country “the best in the world.’’ The Rotarian is 
an all-wool, yard-wide, he-man, 
who works hard, plays square, 
and gives with a smile. He has an eye for a neighbor's need, a 
hand trained to help, and a heart for true men, good women and 
little children. 


Origin 


Rotary was born February 2ft, 1005. 
Four Chicago men. one 
a lawyer, one a mining operator, the third a coal dealer, and 
the fourth a tailor, decided on that day to organize a club. 
These men, drawn together through mutual acquaintance, p r o ­ 
posed a series of meetings at their respective places of busi­ 


ness . 
The circle soon was enlarged by representatives from 
other 
lines of business so that within a year a membership of fifty 


w a s reached. 
As the time for each to act the host he gave a discourse on 
his own business so that 
his guests might learn something 
worth while regarding it, and thus broaden their own know­ 
ledge concerning various businesses outside their own. 
The name “Rotary” was selected early in the life of the Chi­ 
cago Club and 
was suggested by the early meetings which 
were held in “rotation” at the various members’ places of busi­ 
ness . 
Growth 


In 11)08, San Francisco, having learned of the Chicago Rotary 
( lub, patterned one after it. 
This was in turn rapidly follow­ 
ed by others. 
Eventually, the National Board of Commission­ 
ers, a delegate body representing fourteen clubs, arranged the 
first National Convention. 
'Phis was held in August, 1910, at 
Chicago, 
At that time the term “National Association of Ro­ 
tary Clubs” was adopted, but a few years later was changed to 
“International 
in recognition of a Canadian club represented 
and an application for membership from a club 
which 
had 
been organized in London. 
Rotary is now established in the British Isles, in Cuba, Porto 
Rico, Hawaii, the Philippines, C hina, India, Ja p a n ,'Panama, 
Spain, Argentina and Uruguay. 
All clubs seeking membership are carefully surveyed to insure 
proper caliber of personnel and 
adequate 
representation of 
sufficient lines of business to justify membership in the Inter­ 
national Association.
